CONGRESS OF FARMERS. 


Features of the Program Were Outlined 
by Executive Committee. 


Dallas, Tex., May IO.—Features 
of the program for the annual 
meeting of the Farmers’ congress 
to be held at College Station on 
July IO, l l and 12 were outlined 
today at a meeting of the executive 
committee 
of 
the organization. 
Nine members of the committee, 
including Prof. J. H. Connell, pres­ 
ident, were present at the meeting 
and a number of other matters 
were discussed. 
One of the most important sub­ 
jects on the program for discussion 
at the state meeting will be that of 
agricultural education in the com­ 
mon schools and in all of the nor­ 
mal schools. 
Of equal importance 
is the subject of a state agricultural 
department and the feasibility of 
its establishment. 
This will also 
include the discussion of live stock 
and fruits and vegetables. 
The committee on education was 
instructed to invite a joint meeting 
with similar committees from other 
farmers’ organizations in the state 
some time before the congress look­ 
ing to the preparation of specific 
plans for the creation by the next 
legislature of a vigorous state de­ 
partment of agriculture and for the 
further introduction under favora­ 
ble conditions of the studies of ag­ 
riculture and horticulture into the 
schools. 
The programs for the several 
state organizations comprising the 
congress were sent in and approved. 
The application of the 
Corn Growers’ Association, organ* 
ized at Dallas in January, was re­ 
ceived and acted upon favorably. 
The committees on accommoda­ 
tions and transportation made re­ 
ports and were given further in­ 
structions. 
Those who were present at the 
meeting are: Mrs. S. E. Buchanan, 
representing the State Woman’s In­ 
dustrial Association; E. W. Kirk­ 
patrick of McKinney, State Nur­ 
serymen’s Association; J. M. Vance, 
State Dairymen’s Association; J. 
H. Pope of Marshall, Southern Cot­ 
ton Association; H. P. Att water of 
Houston; Prof. 
J. H. Connell, 
president Texas Farmers’congress, 
and C. Hanson, secretary Texas 
Farmers’ Congress.
